City Plans Progress 


With Improved Homes 


The City of Elba has 
completed plans to fully 
put into effect the Hous- 
ing Code and Building Code 
which was adopted years 
ago, according to Mayor 
Jack Brunson, 

Brunson stated, ‘‘These 
ire minimum require- 
ments of the Housing Code 
and Building Code. They 
are adopted for all the peo- 
ple of Elba to promote 
health, safety, general wel- 
fare and stability.’’ 

Mr. Prude Crook has 
been appointed to the posi- 
tion of building inspector 
in Elba, 

The minimum housing 
code is concerned with the 
basic human needs provi- 
ded for indwellings, These 
include sanitation, freedom 
from infestation by insects 
and rodents, proper light 
and ventilation, heating, 
prevention of overcrowd- 
ing, proper plumbing, safe 
water supply. 

Periodic inspections of 
existing housing will be 
made to determine whether 
housing is safe for human 
occupancy, 

The minimum building 
code is concerned with con- 
struction of new housing, 
Permits are required as 


‘usual before any construc- 


tion can be started within 


the city. The building in- 
spector will continue as be- 
fore to insure that new con- 
struction will meet the re- 
quired minimum standards 
of construction both before 
and during the construc- 
tion, 

The building code is con- 
cerned with the location of 
building on property, pro-~ 
per drainage. and sani+ 
tation, fire protection, sa- 
fety within the building, 
safe exit to ground level, 
proper and adequate heat- 
ing, plumbing, electric wi- 
ring, natural or butane gas 
facilities, etc, 

The purpose of the code 
is to provide better condi- 
tions for the people of Elba 
and insure their safety and 
wellbeing, The code is not 
designed to inconvenience 
anyone or cause undue 
hardship, It was drawn up 
by the Southern Building 
Code Congress and is in

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1970 Farm Act Explained 


The Agricultural Act of 
i970 makes provisions for 
the shifting of bases from 
farms which do not plant 
feed grain to those which 
do, The law provides that 
farms which plant less than 
45¥, of their geed grain 
base in 1971 will have thier 
1972 base reduced for the 
amount of the underplant- 
ing, up to 20% of the base, 
If no feed grain or author- 
ized substitute crops are 
planted for three consecu- 
tive years, the entire base 
is removed from the garm, 
All base lost by farms will 
be placed in a national pool 
for reallocation to other 
farms. 

Acreage which is not 
planted due to a drought, 
flood or other natural di- 
Saster or condition beyond 
the control of the producer 
will be considered planted 
to feed grain to preserve 
bases, and any producer 
who makes a set-aside but 
elects to receive no pay- 
ment will not suffer loss 
of base. In 1971, acreage 
planted to soybeans will 
not be considered planted 
to feed grain, unless it is 
later determined that this 
action is needed to pre- 
vent a shortage of soy- 
beans, Acreage planted to 
wheat will be considered 
planted tofeed grain topre- 
vent loss of base, Under 
the wheat program, land 
planted to feed grain will 
be considered planted to 
wheat to prevent loss of 
allotment, 

This action will provide 
broader substitution pri- 
vileges to participants in 
the wheat and feed grain 
programs than in previous

The proposed Ariton- 
Pea River project was the 
subject of a public hearing 
held here Friday morning 
by the U, S, Army Corps 
of Engineers, 

The hearing was for the 
purpose of obtaining infor- 
mation and data relating 
to the need, wishes and 
desirability of developing 
a multi-purpose dam and 
reservoir in the headwa- 
ters of the Pea River, The 
proposed dam and resor- 
voir in the headwaters of 
proposed dam would be 
near Ariton in Dale County 
with a 13-mile lake back- 
ing up into Barbour County 
and Pike County, 

Congressman George 
Andrews . gave the group 
an outline of the work done 
up to present and reminded 
the audience that this type 
endeavor could only be- 
come a reality if the peo- 
ple of the area really be- 
came involved, 

Andrews explained that 
he felt sure the Public 
Works Committee would 
have long ago appropria- 
ted funds for the entire 
Choctawhatchee River ba- 
sin if the land had not been 
too flat to allow electric 
power production from a 
serles of dams, This draw- 
back made it impossible for 
the Committee to appro- 
priate money when they 
could find no justification 
nor way of returning the 
expended funds to the goy- 
ernment agency accord- 
ing to Andrews, 

A letter was presented 
from Ft, Rucker comman- 
ding General Burdett voic- 
ing his approval of the pro- 
ject and picturing the com- 
pleted project as arecrea- 
tion site for the military 
and civilian personal asso- 
ciated with Ft, Rucker, 

Area mayors speaking 
out in favor of the lake pro- 
ject included Mayor Jack 


Brunson of Elba; Tom Goff 
of Ozark; James Ray, Troy; 
Robinson of Clayton; Don 
Easterlyn of Clio and Billy 
Herring of Ariton, 

Other towns that had re~ 
presentatives speaking for 
them officially included 
Brundidge, Geneva and En- 
terprise, 

Probate Judge Ben Reev- 
es of Troy offered his full 
Support of the project and 
that of all Pike County 
through a formal resolu. 
tion, one of many pre- 
sented to the Engineers, 

Mr. John Crew of the 
Florida Department of 
Fisheries, ask if the ene 
gineers had conducted en- 
vironmental studies and 
checked on the effects of 
the dam on water levels 
downstream during dry 
seasons, He was told that 
if the engineers made the 
complete survey author- 
ized by the Public Works 
Appropriation Bill for Fis- 
cal Year 197], these two 
things would be considered 
in full, 

Miss Mattie P, Thomp- 
son of Ariton spoke in op~. 
position of the project say- 
ing the proposed dam would 
be located on land presently 
owned and farmed by her 
family, She closed her 
Opposition with the state- 
ment that ‘‘We will oppose 
this project in any method 
at our disposal, be it ju- 
dicial or otherwise,” 

Others opposing the pro- 
ject wee several other 
landowners that would 
loose their land to the pro-~ 
ject. 

The Corps of Engineers 
have been conducting a 
study of the Choctaw 
hatchee River and tribu- 
taries, which includes Pea 
River, in the interest of 

flood control, navigation 
and related purposes since 
1957,

1, agreed last Wednesday to
